There ore' substantial pressures 
on the Congress lo "do some- 
Ihlng" about campus disorders. 
The expression ' "campus , disor- 
ders" generally refers to violence 
and vandalism as well as to less 
militant disrupt ions. The broad 
problem is nationwide— world- 
wide. It defies easy answers or 
pal solutions. Indeed, the steal 
with whieli some Members. of the 
House of Represent al Ives' are 
moving portends greater mischief 
than relief. 

One measure which has virtual- 
ly unanimous support would re- 
-tniircH he-suspension -of~any_Jedi 
oral grant or loan to a student 
whose activities result In disrup- 
tion of educational programs. 
Legislation of this type which is 
already in effect is discretionary 
with the university! Most Mem- 
bers iff Congress would appear 
to favor making the withholding 
ol such hinds mandatory. 

A -< more far-reaching measure 
is sponsored by Represent atlvc 
Edith Green of Oregon— n rank- 
ing Democratic Member of the 
House Committee on Education 
and Labor. Congresswomnn 
Green's proposal would require 
enllnges and universities which 
receive federal funds to certify 
tc the Office of Education those 
programs of action designed to 
maintain order and prevent dis- 
ruption of educational operations. 
The certification .would he sub- 
ject to review by I be Commis- 
sioner of Education and could 
be- rejected if il indicated that 
inadequate . safeguards .were be- 
ing provided. 

Most university administrator.'; 
have opposed this legislation on 
(lit ground that it would require 
lite disclosure of internal action 
which the university may lake, 
and would subject every univer- 
sity to the threat of standardized 
policies affecting its operations. 
As pointed out by' several col- 
lege Presidents, conditions on 
each university campus are sub- 
stantially different, and a stereo- 
typed form of program to cope 
with disruptions on every Ameri- 
can campus is both unworkable 
and inimical to freedom of edu- 
cation. • '

' But that newspaper's opinion is hardly universal. Even 
at a meeting of educational lenders the question was raised, 
"Isn't a state lottery the answer to our problems of finance?" 

There mo two answers to that question. . 

1. Under the present state constitution, we cannot have a 

stale lottery. "•..-- 

-£ Tn'the two states which have a slate lottery, Now York 

.and- Now Hampshire, experience shows that a state lottery, 

is anything but satisfactory from .the viewpoint of revenue.- 

Virtually every stale. at one point in hi.slory.hnd legalized'" 
lotteries. They- were- taken for granted" in Illinois and most 
stoles. When Lincoln was a member of lhe # Illinots General 
Assembly, lotteries frequently were authorized to raise 
money for various projects. 

Lotteries were not only a part of the state scene hut were 
carried oh in the colonies prior to the United Stales becom- 
ing a nation. The fi rst legalized lottery in what is now the 
United Stales was in the colony o f-^Virginia-to-eroc I— a- 
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Finch, appears to prefer a hilt 
which would authorise Federal 
courts to grant injunctions 
against students who participate 
in or threaten disruption of edu- 
cational operations. This far 
milder approach is opposed both 
on the grounds that it would he 
substantially ineffective, and be- 
cause it would duplicate existing 
state laws which permit such 
rebel . 

In this connection, il should lis 
noted that the handling of a stu- 
dent revolt at Dartmouth College 
has been cited for its effective- 
ness. A group of students forci- 
bly occupied the Administration 
Building. . When ' President John 
Dickey ordered them to vacate 
the building. Thereupon, he 
sought immediate court relief by 
way of an injunction, with the 
result that the students were 
evicted and effectively punished 
for their misdeeds. 

President Dickey applied for a 
Stale Court Injunction. However, 
whether such an Injunction is se- 
cured in . state or federal courts 
would seem to be unimportant. 
The point remains that, where 
students engage in violence or 
actions which disrupt college ad- 
ministration and education, they 
should he treated as law Violators 
and punished as fully and effec- 
tively as any others who violale 
the law. 

' this does not mean that all 
problems of discipline on our col* 
lege ' campuses must become 
problems for the national Con- 
gress and the federal courts. Col- 
lege administrations should as- 
sume first responsibility, and 
local and state authorities should 
become Involved only when vio- 
lations of state and local laws oc- 
cur. The federal governments 
role must be minimal yet firm, 
and consistent with President 
Nixon's determination to combat 
violence wherever It appears. 

A desire in the Congress to "do 
something" continues— with the 
fervent hope that what is done 
will relieve and reduce the vio- 
lence- and Jdisruption-on_thc_cank. 
puses of American colleges.

There soon will be a stale constitutional convention in 
Illinois which could authorize lotteries. But a lottery for the 
next two years is unconstitutional. ■ 

Even if it were possible, the experience in New Hampshire 
and New York should make any reasonable person pause. 

In neither slate has there been n problem with corruption 
so far, but income has been for below expectations. New 
Hampshire Is now considering dropping the lottery and New 
York each month has a lower and lower income from the 
lottery, , 

In both stotcs income is only the proverbial "drop in the 
bucket" compared to needs. • *

Dr. Frank Coleman of Tampa, 
Florida, president of the , Ameri- 
can Association of Blood Banks, 
said, "this extension of. the eligi- 
ble age limit for. blood donors- Is 
In recognition of two facts. First, 
that the need for' blood is con- 
stantly increasing at a rate of 
about 12 per cent annually.

Stale laws, including Illinois', 



generally require; Moid; donors to !

tal consent . to give between 18 
and 21, but a number. of states, 
Including California, Kansas, 
Washington, New York, Indiana, 
Oklahoma, Minnesota, and Ore- 
gon, recently enacted legislation 
permitting those 18 to 21 to give 
without parental consent."- In 
some states those of this age who 
can givc-bloodTmu6t-be-self-sup- 
porting and living away from 
home. 

Females between 18 and 21 In 
Illinois may give blood without 
parental consent, but Illinois 
males between 18 arid.

Pipeline Firm 
Is Seeking 
Rate Increase 

Natural- Gas -Pipeline Company 
of America, the largest supplier 
,of gas* to. Northern Illinois Gas 
Company, has asked the Federal 
Power Commission for permis- 
sion to increase its rates. 

In a filing made on* May 29, 
Natural. Gas Pipeline asked for 
price hikes amounting to $44 mil* 
lion annually. Howard E, Ford, 
NI-Gas vice president— adminis- 
tration, said that if the supplier's 
full increase is approved, NI- 
G.as* costs would rise by more 
than $14 million a year. A pur* 
chased gas adjustment clause on 
file with the Illinois Commerce 
Commission permits such pipe- 
line, gas cost increases to be 
passed along . to NI-Gas* cus- 
tomers. : . .-..'. " ' . 

Ford said the maximum in- 
crease for a typical- NI-Ghs home 
heating customer would be about 
$$,'50 a year. However, because 
of the numerous rate cuts made 
by NI-Gas in recent years, the 
cost of gas to such a -customer 
•would still be $15 per- year lower 
than it was in 1961. ■ 
• The rate ine'rease, which might 
become effective December 1, is 
being sought by Natural Gas 
Pipeline Compuny because of 
sharply higher money costs and 
the need to finance expansion of 
facilities to provide additional 
supplies of gas, and because of 
rising wages and other costs.

the National Milk Producers 
Federation, which includes;: the 
10,800 members of Pure Milk As- 
sociation among its several hun- 
dred thousand dairy farmer mem* 
bcrs, has again requested Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Clifford Har- 
din to Increase the price support; 
lever on manufacturing milk to 
DO per cent of parity. V 

This wpuld raise the dairy sup- 
port price to $4,67 per hundred 
weight of average test milk, based 
on the . parity calculation . for 
April 29. The present support 
level for' milk used for manufac- 
turing purposes is $4.28 per hun- 
dredweight, ' . V ,. 

"The $4.28 dairy support level 
for milk of average test was 90 
per cent of parity when estab- 
lished on April 1, 1988, but due 
to the increased costs of produc- 
ing milk on the farm it is now 
only 82.5 per cent 'of. parity/' 
Patrick Healy,' secretary of the 
Nil! ion a I Milk Producers Feder- 
ation, slated in a letter received 
last week by Secretary Hardin. " 

The Increase to 00 per cent of 
parity is needed to assure ade- 
quate supplies of milk for the 
nation's growing population, 
Healy declared. 

Figures just released by tho U. 
S. Department of Agriculture 
show that the nation's April milk 
production was two per cent less 
than a year earlier and the small- 
est milk output since 1952, he 
stressed;
